Therefore, any amendment to the remaining claims in this or in a related 
application, which may be considered to relate to these soon to be canceled claims, is not 
substantially related to patentability, as no formal rejection or objection has been made to date. 



Claims 90 and 95 were discussed along with the cited art of Lupien (US 



5,101,353) and Fox (US 5,132,899).
